PROFILE 



Gipsy Hill resident Nigel Eaton was catapulted from folk legend to rock ‘n’ roll 
star on tour with Led Zeppelin. TRACEY DAVIES meets a plucky character 


hen Robert Plant’s stretch 
limo glided down Gipsy Hill, 
there was only one man he 
was after, south London’s very own hurdy 
gurdy man, Nigel Eaton. 

The fabulously named hurdy gurdy is a 
traditional stringed instrument resembling 
the love child of an accordion and a 
mandolin. Gipsy Hill resident and folk 
musician, Nigel Eaton has been playing 
them for over 25 years. He toured with 
Robert Plant and Jimmy Page back in 
1995 when Plant introduced him as 
the “world’s greatest hurdy gurdy player”. 
Last month, the former Led Zeppelin 
frontman popped round for a cup of tea, 
much to the delight of the neighbours. 


While most teenagers choose the electric 
guitar or the drums to become rock stars, 

15-year-old Nigel chose the hurdy gurdy, 
an unlikely looking chick magnet with its 
monotone drone and quirky melodic buzz. 
With a sound like bagpipes on Viagra, this 
beautiful ark-like instrument took the folk 
world, and more recently, the rock world 
by storm. 

“I first picked up a hurdy gurdy when 
I was 15. At the time I was playing the cello 
and I fancied learning something a bit weird 
and a bit cool,” says Nigel in his native 
Southampton twang. A charmed player he 
was already quite a name on the folk scene. 
So when Cliff Stapleton, the hurdy gurdy 
player of popular folk band Blowzabella left, 


Nigel was the natural successor. “It was 
great, Blowzabella was already well 
established so it was like walking into 
the Blur of the folk scene,” he says with 
pride. “We did 150 gigs a year in and 
around Europe and also toured for the 
British Council promoting Englishness.” 

Being in a successful band at such an early 
age didn’t go to this teenager’s head. “I was 
on a mission to bring the hurdy gurdy to the 
masses and in turn promote the family 
business.” Nigel’s dad, Chris Eaton, started 
making these curious mechanical 
instruments back in 1981 after seeing 
the Spencer Tracy film Captain Courageous. 
Tracy’s character, a surly sea captain, played 
the hurdy gurdy and Chris fell in love with 
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I fancied learning 
something a bit 
weird and a bit cool 

the sound of it. He still makes some 
of the world’s finest hurdy gurdies from 
his workshop in the Malvern Hills. 

Nigel played with Blowzabella on and 
off until 2004. He’s released two solo 
albums, had duets with folk legends 
Andy Cutting and Chris Wood and has 
worked on a host of film scores including 
The Shipping News and Kingdom of Heaven, 
However, the highlight of his career has 
to be the world tour with Led Zeppelin 
greats Jimmy Page and Robert Plant back 
in 1995. At the time, Nigel and his wife, 
artist Naomi Hines, lived in a flat in 
Auckland Road, Crystal Palace. “I was 
trying to be a solo hurdy gurdy player,” 
says Nigel. “I was driving around London 
putting my business card on the notice 
boards of all 
the recording 
studios, and one 
day Robert Plant 
phoned up.” 

“I thought it 
was Robert Palmer 
at first, I thought 
I was going to 
meet all those 
girls!” grins Nigel. 

“I only knew 


about folk music, I wasn’t really into other 
music. So I got to the studio and Robert 
Plant was there, I had worked it out by 
then that he was from Led Zeppelin and 
I thought damn, I should have charged 
more!” he laughs. 

“A year later, Robert phoned me up 
again and said that he and Jimmy had 
been offered more money to reform 
a Led Zeppelin-type thing and do an 
unplugged for MTV. ” 

As one of the best known hurdy gurdy 
players in the UK, Nigel had almost 
expected it to happen. “I was the only one 
who really did it, who looked the part and 
who wasn’t retired,” he says, still with his 
mop of curly black hair. “A hurdy gurdy 
is really expensive so they’re not owned 
by young blades, they’re owned by old 
blokes,” remarks Nigel. “But luckily for 
me, my dad made them. ” 

“I met Jimmy and 
I joined in on their 
numbers for 
Zep3. 

We did the 
unplugged 
first and then 
an album followed 
called No Quarter , 
then they asked if I 

wanted to go 
on tour 
with

them,” he says. Touring for Nigel had been 
“a couple of weeks in Germany in a smelly 
transit van”, but Led Zeppelin’s tour kicked 
off with six months in America before 
heading elsewhere. “I toured for 14 months 
with them in a Gulfstream 3 private jet,” 
he beams. “It was brilliant!” 

Financed by the Page/Plant tour, 

Nigel returned to Crystal Palace where they 
bought an infamous squat in the Gipsy Hill 
area. Nigel, who was “always a bit handy”, 
turned it from a squat into a home. For 
the past nine years Nigel and Naomi have 
been running a very successful business, 
hand-making and painting Victorian 
alcove cupboards for the residents of 
south London. 

As he sits in his Victorian-styled front 
room surrounded by a family of hurdy 
gurdies, it’s quite obvious where his passion 
lies. As for the future, Nigel has a number 
of projects on the go and plans to release 
another album early next year. In the mean 
time, he’s got a pot of Earl Grey on just in 
case any legends of rock happen to pop in. •

meets a talented 
Sydenham violinist 

W hen you’re a kid the summer 
holidays seem to slip by in 
a flash. But for Sydenham’s 
Lucy Melvin, her fourteenth summer lasted 
just long enough to change the course of her 
life. Having played violin from the age of 
five, she joined Emanuel and Kay Hurwitz’s 
lauded summer chamber music school. 

“On this course I was one of the youngest, 
and I was thrown in amongst a whole load 
of people who were absolutely amazing 
- really fantastic musicians, very ambitious, 
clearly enjoying what they were doing. 

It inspired me to become a professional 
violinist because I could see that young 
adults were playing music and loving it. 

I thought, ‘Right, that’s what I want to do.’” 

She later won a place at The Royal 
Scottish Academy of Music and Drama, 
and has been performing and teaching 


professionally ever since. You can catch her 
in concert in high-profile settings around 



the capital (recent venues include the 
National Portrait Gallery, Southwark 
Cathedral and the Dulwich Festival), and 
she even led the quartet that accompanied 
Alesha Dixon on the HMS Belfast for 
London’s 2009 New Year celebrations. 

Now, 15 years after that inspiring 
summer, Lucy is launching a course of her 
own, set to take place at All Saints Church 
from 27 to 31 July. Lucy’s fellow tutors, 
who all hail from Sydenham, include Mark 
Messenger, Leonie Adams and Oakki Lau. 
Mark’s day job is Head of Strings at the 
Royal College of Music, while Leonie 
has performed as a concerto soloist across 
Europe. And Oakki, as it happens, is an 
accomplished viola player who Lucy met as 
a teenager at the Hurwitz’s summer course. 

Together they’ll teach juniors and seniors 
of all abilities up to age 18 and, at the end of 
the course, pupils get the chance to perform 
in concert. The emphasis is on fun - after all 
that’s what summer is about. “During the 
long holidays when children have the 
chance to play for pleasure, it is really 
learning about music, playing with friends 
and having a good time,” Lucy says. 

To kick off the course, Lucy’s brought in 
an unusual string quartet that knows a thing 
or two about good times. Stringfever is 
made up of Giles, Ralph, Neal and Graham 


Broadbent - three brothers and a cousin. 
The four are scattered around East Dulwich 
and Camberwell, but travel far and wide 
with their innovative performances on 
Violectras, electric instruments with six 
strings, which allow them to create great 
displays of virtuosity. “Stringfever get a lot 
of respect from other music professionals 
because they put every ounce of 
musicianship into what they do, combining 
it with a great performance,” says Lucy. 

She goes on to explain that it’s their strong 
training in classical music that makes the 
Stringfever fellows so good: “They’ve said 
that without attending courses like this 
in the summer they wouldn’t be doing what 
they’re doing today.” Which just goes to 
show that making the most of the summer 
is a bright idea indeed. •

Asian delight 

VICTORIA PURCELL heads 
to Camberwell for a Turkish bath, 
Kyrgyz food and Georgian wine 

L iving offWalworth 
Road, I’ve passed 
Hotel Pasha in 
Camberwell on countless 
occasions. Recently, I finally 
took some timeout to pop in. 

Flanked by unassuming 
shop fronts, it’s hard to 
believe a 25-room hotel, 
restaurant, treatment room 
and Turkish bath unfolds 
here. But it does, just follow 
the red carpet... 

A friend and I commenced 
our Friday evening with a 
traditional Ottoman Turkish bath. Having experienced 
the genuine - and pretty rough - article on holiday, I was a tad 
apprehensive. But once seated in the steamy, marbled room, 
we splashed about with hot and cold water and began to relax. 

We were then scrubbed down and thoroughly exfoliated before 
being soaped up with firm, massaging strokes. Once that British 
stiff upper lip dissolves, the ritual becomes very therapeutic 
indeed. Finally, we were rinsed off with warm water and a 
refreshingly cold splash for each foot, wrapped up in towels 
and sent to the relaxation room for apple tea. 

Steam cleaned and chilled out, we headed to the restaurant. 

The huge dining area is split into a Central Asian-influenced area 
with beanbags, low banquettes and overlapping rugs, and an East 
Asian-influenced area reached via a bridge spanning a beautiful 
Japanese-looking water feature. The menu sports Kyrgyz, Kazakh, 
Turkish and Greek dishes. Eventually we managed to pick out 
the Pasha special (foil-cooked Turkish spicy sausage, pastrami 
and pickled peppers) and seledka pod shuboy (marinated herring 
topped with potato, carrot and beetroot) followed by a hearty 
Kyrgyz dish of besh barmak (pasta topped with beef and onion) 
and a Turkish mixed grill. We washed it all down with a Georgian 
red, slightly sweet yet palatable, then sat back patting our 
stomachs as the professional belly dancers took to the floor. •

DAVID BROOKS talks fitness philosophy 
with a holistic personal trainer 


What inspired your passion for fitness 
and holistic personal training? 

I’d always been into fitness and used to 
compete in sports, but in 19921 sprained 
my ankle and was on crutches for a year 
and a half. I had back pain for years after 
that because my body had shifted all its 
weight to one side. An osteopath said Id 
have to wear a step in my shoe for the rest 
of my life and see him regularly, so I started 
studying kinesiology [the science of human 
movement] and six weeks later my spine 
was perfect. That gave me the impetus 
to study more in depth at the CHEK 
Institute of Corrective Exercise and 
Applied Kinesiology. I’ve been studying 
for nine years now. 

What’s the biggest misconception 
of personal 
trainers? 

If you re not 
big and 
muscular 
then people 
don’t really 
trust what 
you’re 
saying. 

The more 
concerning 
thing, however, is that some 
personal trainers simply don’t 
know what they’re talking about. 

What are your tips to find the right trainer? 

The atypical NVQLevelTwo is not good 
enough and some trainers have only that. 
Also, make sure the trainer assesses you; 
if they don’t assess you, you shouldn’t train 
with them. They also need a qualification 



to assess posture, some nutritional and 
first-aid knowledge and should be keeping 
up to date with fitness developments. 


How do you stop fitness becoming 
a chore? 

People talk about the buzz words 
“functional exercise”. If you break 
it down it’s fun first. It can get tedious 
training hard in the gym five or six days 
a week - with functional exercise you work 
200 muscles per exercise so you don’t have 
to train as hard or as often. On the Swiss 
ball, which costs roughly £15,1 know 
about 400 exercises. Gym machines cost 
up to £3,000 but can only do one exercise 
and work one muscle at a time. 

What are the most common problems 
you encounter? 

Firstly: bad posture. 
There’s a strong 
correlation between 
exercising for aesthetics 
and poor posture, 
because they focus 
on the front of their 
body. Exercises like 
sit ups tighten your 
stomach, push your head 
forward and shorten 
the front of your body, 
which in the long term is very bad. 

A bodybuilder is very tense and tight, 
whereas a ballerina is completely loose 
and flexible. It’s getting that balance and 
correcting poor posture, which is often the 
cause of back problems. Secondly: lifestyle. 
This can be anything from the way you 
wear your shoes, to chewing your food 
or not drinking enough water. 



What’s your biggest success story? 

One client was 270lbs and lost lOOlbs inside 
five months. A lot of that was because she ate 
so bad - five packets of crisps a day and too 
much cola. We trained three times a week 
and she dropped 10 dress sizes. 

How did you come to be in East Dulwich? 

I worked in Brixton for a few years and 
moved here to be close to my clients. 

There are a lot of studios in this area because 
there are so many likeminded people here 
interested in health and wellbeing. 

Which local eatery do you recommend? 

SMBS Foods, the organic health shop 
on Lordship Lane - they’ve got so much 
good food there. •

The calamari is not your 
average battered fare, instead 
fresh tubes of squid are sliced 
into fine rings and stir-fried 
with light spices and fresh 
curry leaves.

The property market is on the move again, 
says HEIDI COOK of Spencer Kennedy 


NOT THE OLD MARKET with its 
seemingly never-ending upwards spiral in 
values, but the new market based on price- 
aware vendors who recognise that, if they 
want to sell their properties, it has to be 
within the new status quo of steady, realistic 
expectancies. 

Consequently, since February, Spencer 
Kennedy has seen a month-on-month 
increase in applicants registering to buy with 
a resultant increase in properties going 
under offer to sound buyers. 

Of course, spring months invariably do 
pick-up, but I believe we are seeing the 
beginning of a true return to an active market 
that reflects the current operating 
conditions. 

Fortunately, Dulwich Village and the 
surrounding area has a special appeal of its 
own, providing a quality of life second to 
none with excellent private and state 
schools, close proximity to the centre of 
London, prime family housing, glorious park 
and woods and a close-knit community. All 
of this set in one of the most beautiful, leafy 
villages in London. Clearly, no area is 
recession proof, but Dulwich is shielded 
more than most. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Alastair 
Darling, acknowledged in the April Budget 
the need to stimulate the housing market to 
get the economy moving. This show of intent 
has helped boost confidence and optimism, 
however, words alone will not generate a 
marked change and it is vital that mortgages 
are eased further. 

We know that the number of approved 
mortgages has risen for four months in a 
row, but as they are still down 15.5% on a

year earlier, there will have to be a greater 
release of equity to bring about a distinct 
difference. 

However, for those who can get a 
mortgage, interest rates are low; you can get 
a five-year fixed-rate mortgage at 4.45% 
and, most encouragingly for potential buyers 
and borrowers, affordability has increased 
dramatically over the past year-the house- 
price-to-earnings ratio, a key measure of 
housing affordability, is at its lowest level 
since autumn 2002. So there is plenty of 
room for optimism. 

The lettings market remains true to 
Dulwich rental trends, and whilst the 
strength still lies with the tenants, we are 
seeing properties filled almost immediately 
where the asking rents are correctly priced 
and properties are well presented and in 
excellent repair. Increasingly, landlords are 
opting to use our property management 
services as it has become almost 
impossible for the lay landlord to keep on top 
of the continuing stream of new government 
rules and regulations.
